LONDON, July 10.—The Britishers who 
have been so virtuous recently over the 
Chicago meat packing revelations, were 
today confronte dwith the annual report 
of the inspector of factories and work- 
shops, which shows that the conditions 
here are quite as revolting as anything 
alleged of the Western packing center. 

Dirty factories and disgusting meth- 
ods seems to be the rule Instead of the 


exception. Jam factories, bakeries and 
sausage makers are all censured as be- 
ing equally filthy and the description of 
one fits most of the others. Here’s the 
report on a typical jam factory: 

“The boiling room lay between the 
yard and the stable and the horses 
reached the latter through the boiling 
room. The sanitary accommodation 
was hardly separated from the rooms 
where the fresle fruit and uncovered 
jam were kept and the floros were dirty 
and undrained.”’ 


Wash Jam Pots in Soup. 


Another factory Inspector found jam 
pots being washed in ‘“‘liquid like dark 
soup, which smelled abominably.’’ The 
manager informed the inspector that 
the water was changed “‘about once a 
week.”’ When fished out of these evil- 
smelling tanks the pots were allowed to 
stand until dry when they were con- 
sidered to be ready to receive fresh 
installments of preserves. 

Inspectors of bakeries found that it 
was a frequent custom to bathe the 
children in them after the close of work 
on Saturdays and the family’s weekly 
collection of dirty clothing was sorted 
in the bakeries for dispatch to - the 
laundry. 

The sausage factories, says the report, 
are mostly owned by Germans and are 
“small, dilapidated, badly lit and are 
ortes infested by rats.’

Parks has not called on her since they 
were divorced.

The Morganford road, which begins 
on the north at Tower Grove Park op- 
posite Shaw's Gardens, is the only com- 
plete thoroughfare of this extensive re- 
gion of the city, and the ordinance 
makes it the only check on the Busch 
line as it turns south for the four-mile 
stretch to the Carondelet limits. After 
turning south from Osceola street, the 
line is to proceed “by the most feas- 
idle route in a southerly direction’’ to 
a@ point on the city line about four hun- 
dred feet west of the Morganford road. 

Under this proposed grant, the right 
of way may be located anywhere in 
Southwest St. Louis in a ‘southerly di- 
rection” from the turn at the west end 
of Osceola street, without restriction 
until the line passes through what I!s 
at present a single undivided square 
of territory between the western end 
of Carondelet Park and the Morganford 
road. Here the line is to run not less 
than 300 feet from the park and not 
less than a hundred feet from the Mor- 
ganford road.

Railway bill when it jammed through the Hitchcock

ing committee before its report had been drawn up 
and submitted. This action of the Council was scan- 
dalous and eutrageous, and proved a willingness on 
the part of the members.of the Council voting for it 
to serve the ends of the promoters of the bill, re- 
gardiess of the rights and interests of the public or 
of considerations of ordinary decency in the transac- 
‘tion of public business.

But im- 
mediately he says with mournful emphasis: “I can- 
not deny that the revolutionaries have wOn over 
nearly all the men of talent.

How to Clean Rugs. 

Mr. George Leland’ Hunter gives the 
following instructions of interest to all 
good housekeepers in an article entitled 
“The Truth About ‘Doctored’ Rugs’’ 
Country Life in America for July: 

“The care of a fine rug is everything. 
Just as thoroughbred racers have lux- 
ury and affection lavished upon them, 
so thoroughbred rugs should be treated 


gently and tenderly. The broom should 
be used daily on them and they should 
be swept with the nap. Every third 
day, after the sweeping, sawdust that 
has been slightly moistened should be 
sprinkled over the rug, which should 
then be gone over with a carpet sweep- 
er. Be careful to have the sweeping 
precede the application of sawdust, as 
otherwise the moisture will turn some 
of the dust into mua that, caking itself 
In the threads, will ravel the fibers. 
Once a week rugs should be taken out 
on the lawn, spread out face down and 
then gently tapped—gently, mind—with 
a flat rattan beater. 

Fine rugs, like razors—and people, 
too—require rest. By no means leave 
rugs in use during the summer. When 
the warm weather approaches have 
them taken up, carefully cleaned, and 
sent to cold storage. The process of 
cleaning as practiced by experts is as 
follows: First all the dust is removed 
by the vacuum system; then the rug is 
spread on its face, liquid olive oil soap 
is poured over the back, and it is gently 
rubbed with a brush until a fine lather 
forms. - Then the same thing is done to 
the face of the rug. After that, warm 
water is played over the rug until-it re- 
vives. After the hot shower, of course 
1a cold shower follows, and for about an 
hour on a concrete floor that slants 
slightly, cold water runs over the sur- 
face of the rug from sprinklers. Then, 
in order to take the water out, the rug 
is rolled with the nap, a light wooden 
roller being the too} employed. Aftef 
which the rug te spread out on the roof, 
face up, for three clear days and nights.

No ball player ever made an error. At 
least. if each player was permitted to 
be official scorer for himeelf, his fleld- 
ing average would be 1400. 

No one unless he has been Official 
scorer can imagine how many reasons 
there are that a ball player does not 
get the ball. There is a reason for every 
error, and every ball muffed or fumbled 
is an impossible chance. 

“It hit a pebble.’ 

“The sun got in my eyes.” 

“It took a bad bound.” 

‘Il was going the other direction to 
cover the base when it was hit.’ 

“The wind made it shoot crooked."’ 

These are the five principal reasons 
assigned by players when they want to 
justify themselves in making an error 
or misplay—but there are others—almo8st 
as many others as there are misplays.

One of the funniest excuses [ ever 
heard was true. It happened on the old 
Eastern Park grounds at Brooklyn.

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JURGED EMBASSY 
TO CURB THAW 


Mrs. Holman Knows Incident of 
European Trip of Eve- 
lyn Nesbit. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—The presence 
of Mrs. William Holman, mother of 
Mrs. Harry K. Thaw, is said to be 
nore desired at the District Attorney's 

According to the report, the attorneys 
who are at work on the prosecution's 
case would like to question Mrs. Hol- 
man, particularly with regard to one 
of the trips to Kurope, made by Thaw 
and Evelyn Nesbit. 

According to one story, while Thaw 
and the girl were in London, an ap-_eal 
was made to the American Embassy te 
break up the relations between Thaw 
and Evelyn Nesbit, and have the girl 
sent home. This appeal, it is said, was 

made by Stanford White, who acted on 
the request of Mrs. Holman. It was 
at this time, thé story goes, that Mrs. 
Holman was much prejudiced against 

Thaw. 

It was said today that if Mrs. Hol- 
man should come within the territory 
covered by a subpena from the D.s.rict 
Attorney she would be at once sum- 
moned to his office. 

Motive Jealousy. 

While Harry K. Thaw’s counsel are 
collecting evidence with a view to prov- 
ing that he was insane at the time he 
killed Stanford White, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Francis P. Carvan c.n- 
tinues to seek witnesses who are repori- 
ed to have heard Thaw threaten the 
man who is supposed to have been his 
rival in the affections of Eveiyn Nesbit 
before she became Mrs. Thaw. 

The theory of the prosecution is that 
Thaw had no motive for the shooting 
except hatred and jealousy dating from 
the time Evelyn Nesbit consulied law- 
yers and made a sworn statement re- 
flecting upon the man she soon after- 
ward married, 

Although the defense has adopted a 
policy of silence, Terrence J. McManus, 
one of Thaw’s lawyers, said yesterday 
that if any document purporting to be 
an affidavit made by Mrs. Thaw was 
introduced it would be proved a for- 





gery 
‘Then you expect to bring handwriting 
SS, into the case?’ was sugges. ed. 
“None will be necessary,’ returned 
McManus. ‘We can show that Mrs. 
Thaw never signed any paper, and toat 
whatever may have been prepared she 
was not cognizant of its contents, and 
she did not subscribe to it.” 


State’s Alienists. 


McManus refused to discuss the num- 
ber of alienists who will be called into 
the case to assist Dr. Allen McLane 
Hamiiton, who has had several long 
conferences with‘ the prisoner. 

Dr. Carlos MacDonald, one of the ex- 
perts for the prosecution, had a talk 
with Garvan yesterday. MacDonald 
and several other alienists tried to ex- 
amine Thaw on the day after he was 
indicted, and he then refused positive- 
ly to answer any questions put to him, 
despite the advice of William M. , 
Olcott, who was present in his inter- 


est. 

Olcott was not in his office yesterday, 
and it was said he was not expected 
during the day. He went to Philadel- 
phia on Saturday, and it was reported 
is seeking information about Miss Har- 
riet haw, a cousin of the prisoner, 
who has been confined in the Friends’ 
Asylum for the Insane, in Frankfort, 
for the last two years, 

An effort will be made, it is believed, 
to show that Thaw suffers from a hered- 
itary taint, and officials.of the Friends’ 
Asyium may be called as witnesses in 
his behalf. Olcott’s associates denied 
knowledge of his whereabouts, but said 
he expected to visit several places in 
search of witnesses. 

James lL, Lederer of Philadelphia, 
who was manager of ‘“‘The Wild Rose’ 
company when Mrs. Thaw was a mem- 
ber of the chorus, was examined by 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan to- 
day. Lederer is said to have told Mr. 
Garvan that he had long believed Thaw 
to be insane. 

This opinion, he said, was based upon 
his observations of Thaw during the 
time “‘The Wild Rose’ company was 
playing in this city. In this connection 
he mentioned several incidents in which 
Thaw was the central figure. 

“It was common talk among all the 
people who knew Thaw, *’* said Lederer, 
“that Thaw was a ‘“‘dopy fiend.” I re- 
call one night when Thaw was about to 
send two of his chorus girl acquain- 
tances home in a hansom cab. He was 
there with a friend of his named Mc- 


Kay. 

“Suddenly Thaw insisted in trying to 
jump over the roof of the hansom. 

“Of course he couldn’t actually jum 
over the roof of the cab, but he tri 
and succeeded in crawling up one side 
of the cab, over the roof and down the 
other.

Man Acquitted by Dream 
Pleads Guilty in Money 
Case, 


John Schneider, alias Norton, ple 
guilty in the Court of Criminal oer 
tion Tuesday to a charge of attempting 
to obtain money by false pretense from 
Mrs. Kate Maul of 919 Geyer avenue. 
After listening to the plea of the pris- 
oner’s young wife, Prosecuting Attorney 
Dalton avised that the Court be lenient 
and Judge Moore fixed the punishment 
at 90 days in the Workhouse. 

This was Schneider’s fourth experi- 
ence with the criminal courts and the 
second time he has_been found gullty 
on a similar charge. 

He was arrested in connection with 
the murder of Charles Mutzberg, a sa- 
loon keeper, and was positively identi- 
fled by an eyewitness to the murder as 
the man who did the killing.

Schneider presented himself to Mrs. 
Maul at her home and told her that 
Frank Gutland, one of her boarders, 
had been injured and that he was rais- 
ing money to pay his doctor.
